HOW THE FBEHCH N&HAGE 


When we Americans are bothering 


about "family help" it is aggravating 
to think how much better they manage 
these thing* in Paris. A correspond- 
ent who has been studying up these 
points writes as follows : 


Imagine the convenience of having a 


nice, tidy woman coming up to your 
rooms early in the morning, siy eight 
o'clock, cooking your breakfast and 
then doing all your chamber-work, 
sweeping, dusting, and leaving; you in 
perfect order for the day by 10 o'clock, 
just two hours, and all this for the 
modest cost of ten cents. Their char- 
ges are actually but five cents an honr. 
A great many quite well-to do families 
live in this way, bavins the fi-mme de 
menage two hours three times a day to 
prepare their meals and do tbe necessa- 
ry housework. For those who do not 
care to take their early breakfast at 
home there are the nicest little places, 
called cremmef, where you can get a 
bowl of coffee or chocolate and a roll 
for lour or .five cent*. These little es- 
tablishments, in addition to their early 
breakfast trade, fell Ircsh butter and 
eggs, milk and cream, cheese and fruit. 
It is snrpriniug what a small quantity 
of provisions you can buy in Paris. 
For example, who w< old dare in New 
York to auk for two cents' worth of 
butter ? 
Here it is a matter of course, 


and the fresh, clean-looLing girl, always 
wearing a white apron and cap, serves 
yon across a snowy white marble coun- 
ter, and eutu the ezact quantity with a 
wire, never making a mistake, as you 
will see when it ia weighed. Among 
other conveniences for those who do not 
want to cook at home are the clutrcate- 
rie shops, at which are sold cold ham, 
tongue, veal and delicious gelatine, a 
sort of boned chicken and turkey, all 
kinds of sausages, and even nirdinca at 
retail, two for a cent. 
Those arc all 


sold by the small quantity. 


A slice of ham lor 5 cents is i-m.ugh 


for several sandwiches. 
Ag.iin at the 


Ruliiseric you cm buy loait chicken 
just out of the oven, whole ur by the 
piece, a leg or winu ur a slice nf breast. 
All kinds of game or meat arc to be 
had already roasted, or cooked to order, 
and sent home at any specified hour. It 
is an immense convenience, and a great 
saving in fuel alone. There arc also to 
be seen little stalls where fried potatoes 
anil tmall Sah arc sold hoi, every day 
from 11 to 2 o'clock, when you will 
meet strings ofgirUand men in their 
blouses hurrying off with a brown paper 
bag steaming in their hands 2 or 3 
cents' worth being enough for a meal, 
even for a hungry man. 


Speaking of fuel, I must tell you ot 


a little contrivance I discovered which 
is invaluable, and certainly the cheapest 
cooking apparatus ever invented. It is 
a tiny stove of sheet-iron, hardly larger 
than a quart measure. It costs about 
25 cents. The material burned in it is 
a sort of very fine charcoal calk-d braise 
which is bought at the baker's. It is 
the residue of the baker's fuel, and it 
is sold very cheaply—I cents' worth 
being enough to last a whole week. 
The fire in this little stove ia enough 
to make tea and coffee, and to boil eggs, 
or even to broil beef or chops. 
It 


akes no dirt, and it is exceedingly 
asy to light a fire. 


A EECENT report from Mr. John Far- 


rell. the United States consul at Bristol, 
furnishes some interesting information 
concerning the trade of tbat oily in 
American products. Onr oheese con- 
trols the market, but onr batter encoun- 
ters sharp competition from France. 
Our oleomargarine, or bnttcrine, which 
we trust is all exported to Europe, is 
in increased demand; indeed the consul 
thinks that nine-tenths of the "raw ma- 
terial" of the Holland butter reaching 
the English market i» oleomargarine 
shipped from the United States to Hol- 
land. 
He believes that this article will 


soon be as popular and merchantable 
as condensed milk is at tbe present 
time. 
American flour the consul finds 


so popular tbat many of the English 
millers buy it to resell as of their own 
production. 
The importation of Amer- 


ican leather is constantly increasing. 
American beef has an established rep- 
utation, and stores for its sale are nu- 
merous. 
Our mutton is not so accept- 


able, however, at which we do not won- 
der.
